Brampton Councillor Martin 
Medeiros is under investigation by the 
integrity commissioner for allegedly 
leaking confidential details about the 
city's bid for the next Amazon Head- 
quarters, to the Peel Weekly News. 

Medeiros says he’s disappointed in 
his colleagues for filing the complaint, 
calling it a political smear job ahead of 
the next election.

never once confirmed or divulged, di- 
rectly or indirectly where the Amazon 
(Headquarters) would go,” he said. 

“This is just part of a continued witch 
hunt from this group because I’ve been 
very vocal about the negative decisions 
they have made at council.”

Some snowbirds heading 
to Florida for warmer 
weather may be in for a 
shock when they realize 
how cold it is there. 

The eastern seaboard of 
the U.S has been hammered 
with a massive winter storm 
dumping 35cm of snow in 
some areas and sending 
temperatures plummeting. 

Travel has been a night- 
mare with 5,000 flights 
grounded due to weather 
conditions but there are 
signs Canadians are headed 
south anyway. 

Mississauga resident 
Clover Sterling is planning a 
trip to Jamaica in March 
and isn’t normally deterred 
by bad weather. 

“T like to get away every 
four months,” she told Peel 
Weekly News. “Anytime ’m 
can go soak up the free vita- 
mind, I go.” 

Sterling isn’t alone. Thou- 
sands of Canadians are 
planning a getaway but the 
recent storm hitting the U.S 
eastern and southern states 
may complicate things. 

“The eastern seaboard 
getting slammed is a big 
deal,” says Marco Pozzobon 
speaking for the Association 
of Canadian Travel Agents. 

“For people going to 
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Florida, people getting out 
of Florida it’s not your tradi- 
tional weather there. Peo- 
ple who were booked in 
advance are going to Florida 
and going ‘wow it’s pretty 
cold over here.” 

Temperatures hit a low of 
-34C with the wind-chill as 
a wide swath of the U.S 
dealt with near hurricane- 
force winds. 

In some cases, Canadians 
who pre-booked a flight 
looking for relief from win- 
ter could be facing condi- 
tions worse than our own in 
depending on where they 
are headed. 

“Some of the traditional 
snowbirds have retirement 
residences in the U.S (in 
Florida) where they go every 
year. Snowbirds are typi- 
cally pre-booked in ad- 
vance; they have a property 
or a location they go to 
every year. There’s not 
much they can do,” Poz- 
zobon told the Peel Weekly 
News. 

Al Budhwani, a VP with 
Travelnation in Missis- 
sauga, says Canadians who 
had been holding off are 
now booking their flights 
south. 

“Some consumers who 
had been sitting on the 


fence in regards to taking a 
holiday this winter are now 
jumping to make a decision 
to want to go down south 
with all the heavy cold tem- 
peratures were dealing 
with." 

Those making spur-of- 
the-moment travel plans 
may consider looking fur- 
ther south to the Caribbean 
if they want to escape the 
wintery weather. 

Pozzobon says he’s not 
aware of massive cancella- 
tions by Canadians who had 
planned a vacation south. 

This time of year, Canadi- 
ans weary of the cold look 
for travel bargains and this 
winter is no exception. 

“Extreme cold is good for 
the travel industry, for sure. 
It is the industry joke, when 
it is cold; people are going to 
be traveling. They’re going 
to want to get out of here. As 
Canadians, our yearly trip is 
a birthright and if you’ve 
planned a week at time to 
get away, they were going 
anyway.” 

According to a 2017 sur- 
vey, almost a quarter of re- 
spondents between the ages 
of 18 to 34 expected to 
spend up to $2,000 during 
their winter vacation. 
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Brampton Council hiding “bad” decisions in closed-door meetings, says Medeiros

Brampton Council is hold- 
ing meetings behind closed 
doors to keep politically 
damaging decisions from 
the public, says Councillor 
Martin Medeiros. 

“It’s frustrating for me be- 
cause there are discussions 
in-camera relevant for the 
public to know,” said the 
Ward 3 and Ward 4 repre- 
sentative. 

“Some of these councillors 
use that as a way to get away 
with certain votes and get 
away with certain things 
they would never do pub- 
licly but which they use in- 
camera as a means to hide 


their agenda,” he told Peel 
Weekly News. 

Medeiros is the focus of an 
investigation by integrity 
commissioner Guy Giorno 
for allegedly breaking coun- 
cil confidentiality rules in 
2017. 

There are times when staff 
including the city clerk will 
identify items like personnel 
issues that must be dealt 
with behind closed doors. 

According to the Munici- 
pal Act, council can legally 
close off a meeting to the 
public for legitimate rea- 
sons. Those include security 
concerns, personal matters 
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about an individual, land 
acquisition details, or sensi- 
tive legal matters. 

In certain cases, including 
freedom of information re- 
quests or public hazards 
and emergency measures, 
council is obligated to hold 


meetings behind closed 
doors. 
Long time Councillor 


John Sprovieri says closed 
door meetings should be 
limited to legal, personnel, 
or land acquisition issues. 
“We take our cue from the 
clerk and legal people but I 
believe there has been cases 
where there are things done

in-camera that should be in 
open council,” he said. 

In the City of Brampton’s 
case, Medeiros says council- 
lors just don’t want to take 
the heat for decisions 
they're making. He ran for 
office promising to make 
council more transparent. 

Three years after taking 
office, Medeiros says he’s 
troubled by the frequency 
and justification for closed 
sessions of council. 

“T question if the same de- 
cision would’ve been made 
out in the public. At least 
certain comments and 
stances by certain council- 


lors I’m pretty confident 
from what I’ve seen in the 
last three years, they would- 
n't be easily expressed pub- 
licly,” he said. 

Medeiros has been an out- 
spoken critic of decisions in- 
cluding council’s rejection 
of the proposed LRT route 
and public funding for the 
Brampton Beast hockey 
team. 

He says he expects more 
attempts by council col- 
leagues to muzzle him as the 
city gets close to election 
time, but says it won’t shut 
him up. 

"I’ve been very public 


about these bad decisions 
from LRT all the way up to 
Riverstone. I do feel that ’m 
a target to this group of 
councillors and they'll use 
any way to try and discredit 
me. I’ve expressed several 
times that they’ve targeted 
me in the next election and 
they'll use different avenues 
to available to them be it 
trying to raise negative at- 
tention towards me and any 
other way.” 

The next municipal elec- 
tion will be held October 
22nd of this year.

Whether it’s due to hang- 
overs or the flu, some On- 
tario workers have been 
quick to take advantage of 
new entitlements for paid 
leave of absences. 

“We were always con- 
cerned something like this 
might happen,” said Ryan 
Mullough of the Canadian 
Federation of Independent 
Business. 

The CFIB Ontario office 
was flooded with calls from 
member companies wanting 
to know how best to deal 
with the staffing headache. 
One company reported five 
workers booked the day off 
Jan. 2. 

“To have this many calls 
come in on any one issue, on 
sick days on the first work- 
ing day of the year. That’s 
pretty big,” Mullough told 
Peel Weekly News. 

“If you're a five person op- 
eration and two people are 
out, that’s 40 per cent of 
your workforce,” he said. 

A written statement from 
the Ontario Ministry of 
Labour says “there is no ev- 
idence that in jurisdictions 
where paid or unpaid sick or 
emergency leave exists, it is 
abused by employees. Em- 
ployees require these days 
to deal with personal illness 
and/or injury or illness of 
their dependents. Vulnera- 
ble and precarious work has 
become more prevalent. 
Hard-working Ontarians 


are feeling anxious about 
their jobs; they're feeling 
nervous about their future 
and about their children’s 
futures.” 

Last November, Ontario 
passed its Fair Workplaces, 
Better Jobs Act aimed at 
bringing “fairness to On- 
tario workplaces and create 
more security and opportu- 
nity for vulnerable workers 
and their families.” 

Business groups bitterly 
opposed the bill, which im- 
poses a hike in the mini- 
mum wage from $11.60 to 
$14.00 an hour this year, a 
23 per cent raise. The wage 
increase goes to $15.00 an 
hour in 2019. 

It also expands “personal 
emergency leave to 10 days 
per calendar year for all em- 
ployees, with at least two 
paid days per year for em- 
ployees who have been em- 
ployed for at least a week.” 

Employers can no longer 
demand a doctor's sick note 
from an employee taking 
personal emergency leave. 

Mullough says a total of 10 
days allowed for “personal 
emergency” could prove to 
be a real burden for some 
companies especially when 
combined with a require- 
ment to give 96 hours (four 
days) notice for the creation 
of shifts. 

“Tt is a lot and has the po- 
tential to create a productiv- 
ity issue. When you have 


these personal emergency 
leave days, which by their 
nature, pop up. You can’t 
call somebody or they're al- 
lowed to say no. Then it’s 
the business owner who 
ends up making up the gap 
and that can happen 10 
times a year per employee. 
It can start to add up pretty 
quickly.” 

Mullough says the govern- 
ment has done a good job 
making sure workers know 
what they’re entitled to as a 
result of these changes. He 
says the Wynne government 
has done a “terrible job 
preparing the business com- 
munity to comply.” 

According to the CFIB, the 
labour ministry was not 
ready to answer questions 
about compliance until Dec. 
22, which “left five business 
days to get clarity or an- 
swers. It’s just not enough 
time.” 

In its research, the CFIB 
has found its members will 


have to deal with the added 
financial burden arising 
from the wage hike and 
other measures by raising 
prices for goods and serv- 
ices. 

They will so delay or can- 
cel plans to expand their op- 
erations, cut hours’ to 
employees and possibly lay- 
off staff. 

There are steps businesses 
can take to alleviate the 
staffing issues though such 
measures could prove time 
consuming for smaller oper- 


ations. Those include intro- 
ducing HR policies designed 
to identify misuses of paid 
days off. 

Some companies already 
offering some paid sick days 
could incorporate the two 
provincially mandated 
emergency paid leave days 
into their existing rules. 

Others may plan offsetting 
work schedules to minimize 
the impact or work with 
unions and professional as- 
sociations to ensure more 
compliance by workers.

The story quoted 
Medeiros as saying the cri- 
teria have been clear from 
the beginning of the bid 
process. The winning site " 
has to be close to the major 
highways, have enough 
space to take on a big com- 
pany as Amazon, access to 
amenities important to 
Amazon in terms of trans- 
portation, close to recre- 
ational facilities, etc." 

Medeiros’ comments drew 
the ire of some on council 
who said he divulged infor- 
mation about the bid made 
during an in-camera council 
meeting. 

“There was a complaint 
lodged against him and I 
was one of the signatories,” 
said Ward 9 and 10 Council- 
lor John Sprovieri. 

Sprovieri says the compet- 


itive nature of the process 
meant bids had to be kept 
confidential and Medeiros 
broke the rules. 

“There’s a number of peo- 
ple bidding, putting [in] a 
proposal. So I don’t know if 
the opposition learned 
about Brampton’s choice, 
whether that would give 
them an opportunity to con- 
vince Amazon that their side 
is superior to Brampton’s. 
When someone is putting in 
a proposal, you don’t want 
your competition to know 
what you're putting in.” 

Medeiros says the council- 
lors pressing the confiden- 
tiality issue with integrity 
commissioner include 
Sprovieri, Grant Gibson, 
Doug Whillans, Jeff Bow- 
man, Elayne Moore, and 
Gael Miles. 

Sprovieri says it'll be up to 
Integrity | Commissioner 


Guy Giorno to “investigate 
and determine whether he 
(Medeiros) did violate the 
code of conduct on confi- 
dentiality that we have.” 

If Medeiros is found to 


have broken the rules, 
Giorno will determine how 
severe and damaging the vi- 
olation was. 

Based on that, he’ll make 
a recommendation to coun-

For the business community 
of Peel Region, 2018 looks like 
a year of good news, bad news 
and bad news. Let me explain. 

For the first time in many 
years, both the Federal and 
Provincial Governments are 
lowering the small business tax 
rate. 

The federal tax rate has been 
reduced to 10 from 10.5% in 
2018 and will be further low- 
ered in 2019 to 9%. 

The Provincial Government 
has reduced its small business 
tax rate to 3.5% from 4.5%. In 
both cases, lowering the small 
business tax rate does send an 
important message to the busi- 
ness community and helps to 
offset the significant tax de- 
crease proposal recently ap- 
proved in the United States. 

Further, both the federal and 
provincial governments have 
been on a “reduce red-tape and 
regulatory burden” bandwagon 
including the Provincial Gov- 
ernment passing the Cutting 
Unnecessary Red Tape Act de- 
signed to reduce the regulatory 
burdens particularly for small 
business. 

Both governments are also 
trying to make the procurement 
process easier so that small 
business can bid on work of-

fered by government in their 
local communities. 

But, there’s also bad news 
and bad news. 

Bill 148, the Fair Workplaces 
& Better Jobs Act, is now the 
law in Ontario bringing in sig- 
nificant new rules in the work- 
place and hiking the minimum 
wage by more than 20%. 

Despite the efforts of groups 
like the Mississauga and 
Brampton Boards of Trade, the 
Government did not listen to 
the impact these changes would 
make and we are already hear- 
ing of businesses reducing 
working hours, adjusting bene- 
fits, raising prices on consumers 
and in some cases actually shut- 
ting down. 

Recently, the Premier ac- 
cused businesses who make 
cost adjustments “bullies” but 
this doesn’t help businesses 
adapt to the new rules and the 
very draconian increase of 
labour costs at a time of eco- 
nomic uncertainty. 

At the federal level many 
small business owners remain 
concerned about future tax 
changes mused by the Minister 
of Finance that may be included 
in his 2018 Budget. 

Although the government did 
back down on some of the pro- 


posed changes due to signifi- 
cant pressure from Chambers 
of Commerce across Canada in- 
cluding capital gains taxes, un- 
certainty remains about how 
passive income and transfers of 
businesses will be taxed going 
forward. This places new in- 
vestment on hold at a time 
when the country needs it. 
Many businesses remain 
concerned about the North 
American Free Trade Agree- 
ment (NAFTA) and the ongo- 
ing discussions _ between 
Canada, Mexico and the United 
States. Media reports from 


those talks have been worri- 
some and companies that rely 
on an open market to the 
United States in particular are 
gravely concerned. 

Anew NAFTA that slaps sig- 
nificant taxes and tariffs on 
Canadian goods and services 
and restricts access to the US 
market would be devastating. 

So, as a wrap for 2018. Good 
news, bad news and bad news. 
It will be a challenging year for 
business, but we know working 
together, we will bring about 
the change required to have 
continued success.

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Orlando chairman Carlo Fidani named to Order of Canada

The chairman of Missis- 
sauga-based property devel- 
oper Orlando Corp. has 
been named to the Order of 
Canada. 

Governor General Julie 
Payette announced just be- 
fore the New Year that Carlo 
Fidani had been made a 
Member of the national 
order, the second highest 
honour for merit in the sys- 
tem of orders, decorations, 
and medals of Canada. 

In Payette's statement an- 
nouncing 125 new appoint- 
ments to the Order of 
Canada, she said Fidani had 
been chosen "for contribut- 
ing to Canada's economic 
prosperity as a real estate 
developer and for his trans- 
formative pay in 
support of health care." 

The new member list in- 


cludes four Companions, 35 
Officers and 86 Members 
who will receive their hon- 
ors at a ceremony later this 
year. 

The 63-year-old Fidani is 
one of Canada's richest 
business executives, with a 
net worth of about $5 bil- 
lion, mainly through his 
holdings in Orlando Corp., 
the country's largest pri- 
vately owned developer of 
commercial and industrial 
properties. 

Fidani also gives away 
millions to medical- and 
health-related causes. 

Two years ago, Orlando 
began a gift-matching move 
that will see it commit up to 
$15 million to William Osler 
Health System, which runs 
the Brampton Civic and 
Peel Memorial hospitals in 


the Flower City. 

The company provided 
another $7 million last year 
for cancer research at the 
University of Toronto Mis- 
sissauga campus. 

Meanwhile, Fidani do- 
nated money to help de- 
velop a cancer treatment 
centre in 2005 that bears 
his name at the Credit Val- 
ley Hospital in Mississauga. 

The Fidani family began 
the property developer in 
1948, when his grandfather 
started the builder Fidani 
and Sons. 

Fidani has run the re- 
named business, now Or- 
lando Corp., since 2000 
after his father's death and 
has helped it grow to where 
it owns and manages 43 
million square feet of real

The following potted trees 
and tree seedlings are avail- 
able through the 2018 pro- 
gram: 

The three types of conifer- 
ous (softwood) seedling 
species included in the pro- 
gram are white cedar, white 
pine and white spruce. The 
minimum order is 1 bundle 
that contains 10 seedlings. 

Nine types of potted de- 
ciduous (hardwood) species 
include red oak, silver 
maple, sugar maple, red 
maple, white birch, black 
cherry, red/silver cross 
maple, white oak and black 
walnut. 

Since the program’s 2002 
inception, an _ estimated 


165,842 trees have been dis- 
tributed to Caledon resi- 
dents. 

“We are excited to contin- 
ually offer this program to 
Caledon residents. By mak- 
ing native tree stock and 
seedling options accessible 
to local residents, we are en- 
couraging private reforesta- 


tion and restoration 
efforts,” said Mayor Allan 
Thompson.

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Winter Driving - This Season, Stay Safe

With the recent arrival of 
cold, wintery weather, road 
safety should be at the fore- 
front of everybody’s mind, 
particularly in light of some 
recent tragic accidents on 
Dufferin-Caledon roads and 
across Ontario. 

Our community has suf- 
fered a number of serious 
accidents, including fatali- 
ties on our roadways this 
winter. 

Driving safe on our road- 
ways takes our complete 
focus. We need to be careful 
when driving to be in con- 
trol and leave extra time to 
get where you are going. 

Simply put, winter driving 
is different. 

Drive for the weather con- 
ditions and allow extra 
space and time for maneu- 
vers on our highways and 
roads. Steer gently and 
avoid hard braking, quick 
acceleration or abrupt gear 
changes. 

If you do find yourself 
skidding, stop braking, and 
steer into the skid. Remem- 
ber to take the extra steps to 
be safe this winter. 

That said, even with cau- 
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tious driving, some of our 
local highways are in need 
of safety improvements. I 
have been working with the 
Town of Mono to make 
Highway 10 north of 
Camilla and south of Prim- 
rose two lanes. 

Together, we have raised 
concerns directly to the 
Minister of Transportation 
about the safety on that 
stretch of road and the turn 
off onto Mono Centre Road 
onto Highway 10. 

I have also been working 
with the Town of Shel- 
burne’s for an advance 
green at the intersection of 
Highway 89 and County 
Road 124. 

Advocacy on the behalf of 
municipalities and residents 
can work. In 2013 I was suc- 
cessful in convincing the 
Ministry of Transportation 
to install a northbound and 
southbound left turning 
lane at Olde Base Line Road 
and Highway 10 in Caledon. 

I also successfully advo- 
cated for transverse pave- 
ment markings and 
temporary and periodic de- 
ployments of Speed Acti- 


vated Feedback Signs 
around Caledon Village. 

Talso have been calling for 
better winter road mainte- 
nance. 

Since the Liberals reduced 
maintenance standards in 
2009 from a 2 hour bare 
road standard after a snow 
to 8 hours, I have been 
hearing about concerning 
examples of road mainte- 
nance. That is why the PC

Reflections on Ontario’s Wind Energy Disaster

About 14 years ago, 
long-term environmental 
activists like Gerald Butts, 
along with Dalton 
McGuinty and the Ontario 
Liberal Government of the 
day, were the mis-guided 
architects of Ontario’s cur- 
rent and future power 
malaise. 

Ontario continues to be 
haunted by this abuse of 
common sense, political 
power, expert advise, and 
sound planning for one of 
the most critical elements of 
our society — electrical en- 
ergy. 

In one of his biographi- 
cal notes, Butts is credited 
with being closely involved 
in all of the government’s 
significant environmental 
initiatives, and as 
McGuinty’s principal ad- 
viser, he developed scenar- 
ios and_ studies that 
provided a succession of en- 
ergy ministers with a direc- 
tion that would phase-out 
coal and reduce _ toxic 
wastes, and introduce new 
forms of renewable energy 


to the province. 

This motley crew, 
among other green enthusi- 
asts who were blinded by 
images of wind and solar- 
generated electricity, not to 
mention the financial bene- 
fits which could accrue to 
those on the inside of gov- 
ernment circles. 

The end result was a 
vast array of wind turbines 
strung across the province, 
all connected to the Ontario 
power grid. This process 
began with the innocuous 
installation of a few wind 
turbines, which eventually 
became wind farms, a fur- 
ther extension of the fallacy 
of wind energy as a reliable 
source of power. 

This extension of the 
wind power fallacy was a 
further rejection of expert 
advice on how these renew- 
ables would integrate into 
the power grid, where the 
components would be lo- 
cated, what the impact 
would be on the populace, 
and how hydro bills would 
be affected. 


A feed-in tariff program 
was put in place to force the 
taxpayers of the province to 
accept renewable energy 
generators like wind tur- 
bines and solar panels, 
whether they wanted them 
or not, and more impor- 
tantly without a business 
plan which would balance 
the cost of the program, in- 
vite business participation, 
and provide valid benefits. 

There is an old axiom 
which says, "if you want a 
project to fail, put it in the 
government’s hands.” And 
that’s what happened. 

As an engineer, I can ap- 
preciate that wind turbines 
can form a part of the elec- 
tricity generating grid, 
where appropriate, that is, 
where topography, mother 
nature, regulatory bodies, 
and the acceptance of the 
local populace, combine to 
provide a viable environ- 
ment for the generation of 
electricity using the power 
of the wind. 

Several European coun- 
tries currently generate a 


significant percentage of 
their electrical energy from 
wind power, and have for 
some years; for example, 
Sweden (10 percent, 2015), 
Germany (13 _ percent, 
2015), Denmark (42 per- 
cent, 2015), among others, 
with even more potential for 
wind-generated energy in 
the years to come. 

These countries em- 
barked on the path to wind 
turbine power generation 
with at least some assurance 
that the plan would be suc- 
cessful, locating wind farms 
in areas, often offshore, 
where the wind blows con- 
sistently, both in direction 
and speed, making energy 
generation reasonably pre- 
dictable. 

So where have these 
years of installing wind tur- 
bines left Ontario? 

Over the past five years, 
according to the Independ- 
ent Electricity Systems Op- 
erator (IESO), our province 
has failed to deliver any 
more electrical energy from 
wind farms than eight per- 


cent, on average, of the total 
electrical energy delivered 
by all sources. In 2015, it 
was just six percent. 

The reason has at last 
become obvious to the Libs, 
too late to correct a failed 
energy policy, with the re- 
cent cancellation of 1300 
megawatts of wind turbine 
installations. 

The instigators of this 
massive energy fraud were 
apparently unaware, did not 
heed expert device, nor did 
they undertake a cost-bene- 
fit analysis of the impact of 
wind and solar on the On- 
tario Power grid. 

Unfortunately, Ontario 
does not offer the topogra- 
phy, the blessing of mother 
nature for steady winds, and 
an installed power genera- 
tion system (nuclear, hydro, 
etc.) which can benefit by 
adding over 7000 wind tur- 
bines, blades often still, and 
requiring frequent back-up 
by gas generation. 

Just take a drive from 
Toronto to London or 
Windsor, east to Kingston, 


or head up the coast-line of 
Lake Huron on a calm day 
when the wind doesn’t blow 
at sufficient speed to gener- 
ate a micro-watt of electrical 
energy, to get a sense of the 
scope of this energy fiasco. 

The decade-plus years 
of costly, mis-guided green 
energy policy have placed 
Ontario hydro costs among 
the highest in North Amer- 
ica, if not the highest. 

Now this folly has been 
laid bare and Mr. Butts has 
moved on to bigger and bet- 
ter environmental chal- 
lenges, as Principal 
Secretary to the PM, where 
his advice on the environ- 
ment now impacts all Cana- 
dians, as the Federal 
Liberals rush to implement 
a complex, unproven car- 
bon pricing policy, impos- 
ing it on those provinces 
which are not in favour, 
subjecting all Canadians to 
Ontario's energy woes. 
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
